The Prospects Favor a 
Compromise, 


The Majority in the Senate 
Against Cloture, 


Repeal of the Bank Tax May Cut 
Some Figure. - 


Diyerse Opinions That are Likely 
to Converge. 


Senator Gorman Denies He is Engineering 
Any Plan—The Southern and West- 
ern Ideas—Reduced Monthly 
Bullion Purchases.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8—(By the 
Associated Press.) The air about the 
Senate wing of the Capitol is full of 
rumors of a compromise upon the 
financial question, but it is impossible 
to trace the most of these to any 


which will indicate any organized 
movement of sufficient force to pro- 
duce results. . 

One story given out is to the effect 
that Senator Gorman is moving in the 


that he has been to the Executive 
Mansion with a suggestion to the ef- 
fect that it would be impossible to se- 


| cure a@tion on the part of the Senate 


until the repeal forces shallgagree to 
some compromise which the silver 
men will accept. Senator Gorman’s 
former friendship for the white metal, 
and the fact that he is personally on 
good terms with the Senators from the 
silver States, together with the fact 
that he has long been one of the Dem- 
ocratic leaders in the Senate, has 
caused this report to appear very 
plausible. Notwithstanding many cir- 
cumstances which seemed to confirm 
the report, Senator Gorman denied the 
story in explicit terms and assured the 

estioner that the report was utterly 
without foundation. 

‘‘We shall,”’ he said, ‘‘fight this thing 
out to a finish, and when a vote is 
taken it will be upon the proposition 
of unconditiofal repeal.” 

It was also given out that Senators 
Faulkner and Lindsay are working in 
the interest of a compromise. Senator 
Lindsay said he had no measure of 
compromise to offer, as reported, but 
favored the continued use of silver. 
He intimated that he would support a 
fair compromise. Senator Faulkner 
did not hesitate to say to the Senator 
that while, if forced to do so, he would 
vote for unconditional repeal, he should 
first try to get through an amendment 
to the pending bill, providing for the 
coinage of $3,000,000 in silver dollars 
per month until the silver in circula- 
tion shall reach $800,000,000, and for the 
retirement of all bills of denominations 
below $10. 

Repeal leaders ridicule the idea of a 
compromise, but are no longer so con- 
fident of rushing’the bill to a rapid 
conclusion. The silver men declare 
that they cannot at any time get a 
safe majority on a compromise in the 
line of Senator Faulkner’s proposition 
The chief obstacle in the way of a com- 
promise appears to be the difficulty of 
formulating a proposition upon which 
Southern and Western anti-repeal Dem- 
ocrats can unite. There is little doubt 
that a compromise which, while re 
pealing the Sherman act, at the same 
time will repeal the 10 per cent. tax on 
State bank issues, would be acceptable 
to the Sout 


doubtless reject’ such offers of com- 
promise. 

‘On the other hand, a compromise in- 
volving silver that would be accepted 
by the Western Senators would not 
satisfy the Souther Democrats, unless 
accompanied by legislation to promote 
the issue of State bank currency. It 
is hardly probable that the repeal 
forces would assent to a compromise 
involving concessions on both these 
questions, and their present policy is 
apparently to deny any possibility of 
a compromise, lest the mere sugges-

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—That late 
extremity, the cloture, is not to be 
invoked by the American Senate.

Concessions to the State banks are 
also discussed, and the four, separate 
and distinct subjects which it is pro- 
posed to include in the repeal bill as 
various compromise amendments 
thereto, represent the fotir factions into 
which the United States Senate may 
be said to be divided at this time. 
None of these factions would get what 
has been demanded by this legislation, 
but each would get slight concessions 
and some consolation from uncondi- 
tional repeal, and each faction would 
retire from thé conflict free from the 
onus of defeat, and with laurels of par- 
tial victory to be placed to its credit. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
EXTRA SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, | Sept. 8—(By the 
Associated Press.) SENATE.—At the 
close of this morning’s business Sena- 
tor Voorhees called up the repeal bill. 
Senator Faulkner of West Virginia 
addressed the Senate and said he would 
vote for the bill, but declared he would 
present ah amendment for the coinage 
of $3,000,000 in silver dollars per month 
until $800,000,000 was in circulation. He 
predicted a deficit of $5v,000,000 this 
fiscal year. 


Senator Faulkner, questioned by Sen-. 
ator Turpie of Indiana, said he f red 
bimetallism. The _issue was not 


whether silver should be further used 
as money, but whether its purchase 
should be continued. The very act of 
purchasing Was a_— discrimination 
against silver because gold was brought 
to the treasury. He predicted an era of 
free trade and a free ballot. When 
these are secured free coinage of silver 
would necessarily follow. 

Senator Jones of Arkansas followed, 
declaring that to redeem the party 
pledges the entire Sherman act should 
be repealed. When he had finished it 
was 3:30 o’clock. Senator Voorhees 
rose and . d he would not ask an un- 
reasonable Bession but he thought 3:30 
was an unreasonaile hour at which to 
adjourn, If there was no Senator who 
had decided to speak he would have 
to ask for a vote. 

Senator Hale of Maine said he hoped 
that’ Senator Voorheés, if he could 
control the situation, would not con- 
Sent to an adjournment. The Republi- 
cans, had refrained from using up the 
time by answering speeches made on 
the other side. Witt the exception of 
Senator Sherman, and perhaps one or 
two others on the Republican side, 
who were in favor of repeal, they had 
sat silently in their seats ready to vote 
at all times, and had taken up none of 
the time of the session, and they. were 
now in that attitude, ready and willing 
and desirous of voting. 

Senator Voorhees was rather nettled 
by Senator Hale’s remarks and replied 
in a somewhat heated manner. 

Senator Dubois of Idaho said that 
Senator Hale did not represent all of 
the Republicans. It seemed difficult 
for Senator Hale to realize the fact 


‘ithat the Republicans had lost control 


of the Senate. 

Senator*’Teller explained why it was 

he preferred to proceed tomorrow in- 
stead of today. There had been no un- 
necessary delay, so far as he (Teller) 
was concerned. He intended to de- 
bate this question until he was thor- 
oughly satisfied that’he had discharged 
his duty. 
Senator Aldrich of Rhode Island 
(Rep.) obtained the floor, and, after a 
brief talk, the session went into execu- 
tive session and soon adjourned. 


_ FILLING VACANCIES. 


Senter Perkins Assigned to Places Once Oc- 
cupied by Senator Stanford. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8—(By the 
Associated Press.) The Republican 
members of the Senate met in caucus 
this morning. The business was rou- 
tine, consisting of filling vacancies in 
the Senatorial committees, and the as- 
signment of positions to Senate em- 
ployees: allowed to the Republicans. 
There are very few committee vacan- 
cies, except those caused by the death 
of Senator Stanford, which were filled 
by the assignment of his successor, 
Senator Perkins, to them, as follows: 
Committees on Civil Service and Re- 
trenchment, Education and _ Labor, 
Fisheries and Naval Affairs. 

Senator Perkins was also appointed 
to a position on the Committee on In- 
dian Affairs and the Potomac River 
Front. The vacancy in the Committee 
on Public Buildings and Grounds, of 
which Senator Stanford was chairman, 
will, it is said, be given to Senator 
Carey. 

There is a growing disposition in the 
Senate to oppose Presidential nomina- 
tions of outside. offices for the Terri- 
tories. The Republicans, naturally, 
have decided to stand upon the ques- 
tion, and there is understood to be 
some Democrats who agree with them 
as to the wisdom and fitness of observ- 
ing the home-rule doctrine in the mat- 
ter, but none of these have so far as- 
serted their opinion to the extent of 
antagonizing any special appointments.

The Insurgent Fleet Leaves Rio Janeiro—

LONDON, Sept. 8.—(Ry Cable and 
Associated Press.) significant fea- 
ture of the home-rule discussion in the 
House of Lords today was the “fact 
that a special police force was ordered 
to report for duty in the palace yards 
in front of the House of Parliament, 
in order to be ready for immediate ac- 
tion in case a hostile demonstration 
was made against the lords when the 
latter should leave the building after 
the division on the Home-rule Bill. 

The House presented a “brilliant afid 
almost unprecedented spectacle when, 
at 10 p.m., Lord Salisbury rose to de- 
liver the last speech in opposition to 
the Home-rule Bill. The House was 
crowded, as well as all approaches, 


cheered wher he arose. 
In the course of his speech; he said: 
“The proposed retention of Irish mem- 


. bers in the Commons is an outrage so 


enormous and grotesque that I’m sur- 
prised that any responsible government 
dared suggest it. (Chpers.) All the 
arguments of the government showed 
that their policy was one of despair. 
They had no right to take any step 
which endangered the existence, happi- 
ness and prosperity of the Irish people. 
The men who would govern Ireland, 
should the bill pass, are those who 
have been found. guilty of criminal 
conspiracy. Should we not be in an 
infinitely worse position than at pres- 
ent; if we entrusted Ireland to such 
men, in the event of trouble with the 
United States or. any other fvreign 
power? ( d cheers.) If you allowed 
this atrocious, treacherous bill to pass, 
you would be untrue to the duty which 
descended to you from splendid an- 
cestry.”’ 

The Earl of Kimberly spoke for the 
bill on behalf of the government, and 
a .division was then taken, resulting 
319 against the bill and 41 for it. 

In the street an immense ‘ crowd 
awaited the announcement of the re- 
sult of the division. A strong detach- 
ment of police mingled with the crowd 
and were drawn up in front of the en- 
trance to the building. When the re- 
sult finally reached the people it was 
received with vociferous cheering. An 
analysis of the vote shows twenty-five 
bishops and archbishops who were 
present at the division, and all voted 
with the majority. The vote was the 
largest ever recorded in the House of 
Lords. = 


UP TO MISCHIEP. 


The Rioting in the Coal-mining Districts is 
Increasing. 

‘LONDON, Sept. 8.—(By Cable “and 
Associated Press.) The riots in the 
coal-mining districts are increasing. 
Very serious trouble is anticipated. At 
Notingham strikers’ saturated 
three coal-cars with tar, paraffine and 
coaloil, and set them ablaze down an 
incline tOéward the pit entrance, and 
severely stoned the police who endeav- 
ored to prevent the outrage. They dis- 
persed only after a desperate struggle. 

A detachment of a northern regiment 
has been dispatched to Midlands, and a 
Suffolk regiment and force of cavalry 
is held in readiness to go at a mo- 
ment’s notice. 

Lord Inasham’s colliery near Ponte- 
fract was so badly wrecked that it 
will requiré at least three weeks to re- 
pair it. Fhe shooting there last even- 
ing by the troops of eight rioters, two 
of whom have since died, has caused 
much commotion among the strikers, 


) who aré gathering from all parts, vow- 


ing vengeance. 

From different sections of Yorkshire 
come reports that the striking miners 
are rioting and destroying property of 
their employers. Troops have een 
sent to all sections where there is 
trouble occurring. The people are 
much alarmed. Thousands of pounds 
damage has already been done and the 
work of destruction continues. Shops 
and saloons are being pillaged and 
crops are being destroyed. 

On the other hand, 90,000 Welsh 
miners resumed work today, and it is 
hoped their action may have a. bene- 
ficial effect upon the English miners, 
who are now in a state of extreme ex- 
citement.

The Naval Forces Will Be Strengthened in 


Chinese Waters. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) A cabinet meeting was 
held today, and it is understood that 
the topics which came up for considera- 
tion included the government finances, 
the Hawaiian question, the trouble in 
Brazil, and the Chinese Exclusion Act. 

It is believed to be a settled fact that 
the government will enforce the latter 
act to the full extent of the funds 
available for that purpose, and Cone 
gress will be-asked to make additional 
appropriations to enable the thorough 
enforcement of the law. In view of 
the practical determination of the gove 
ernment to enforce the Geary law, and 
the belief that the Chinese will not ac- 
cept this action peacefully, arrange- 
ments have been made to strengthen 
the United States naval force in Chi- 
nese waters. Nearly ail of the entire 
present fleet of wooden vessels will be 
replaced with new steamships. The 
change is now_in progress. 

The situation in Brazil, caused by the 
naval revolt in that country, is ree 
garded as extremely serious by the 
officials of this government, and atten- 
tion is naturally directed to the naval 
strength of the United States in those 
waters, which might be called on to af- 
ford protection to American interests, 
The State Department, today, protested 
to the Brazillian government against 
the embargo placed on all telegraphi¢ 
communication with hog country.

Cass’s store and the Exchange 
Hotel are all that remain standing 
destroyed are: “he Cosmopolitan 
Hotel, Fellows’ Hall, Bank 
of Cayucos Tamanele’s store, Com- 
mercial Bank, I. 
Levy’s store, Good Templars’ Hall, 
Warren's drug-store, Wells-Fargo of- 
fice, two butcher shops, two barber 
shops, four saloons and the Cosmo- 
politan Livery Stable. There was no 
less of life. 

The fire started about 4 a,m., either 
in the store of J. Samuels & Co., un- 
der the Odd Fellows’ Hall, or in the 
hall itself, or in Waterman's saloon ad- 
joining. The whole town was awak- 
ened by an explosion, which is sup- 
posed to have been caused by ignition 
of kerorene and powder stored for 
sale in the rear of the buildings. 

The losses are estimated at $50,009; 
insurance about $20,000. 


TO ARREST A CHINAMAN. 


Proceedings Before Judges McKenna and 
Morrow at San Francisco. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 8.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Sitting as commit- 
ting magistrates, United States Cir- 
cuit Judge McKenna and United States 
District Judge Morrow, today heard an 
application for a warrant to arrest 
Jim Lee, a Sacramento Chinaman, who 
has failed to register as required by the 
Geary law. Attorney J. T. Carey ap- 
peared for those who asked to have 
the warrant issued. United States At- 
tarney Garter, under instructions from 
Atty.-Gen. Olney, appeared in opposi- 
tion to the issuance of the warrant.

He had no 
discretion in the matter, he said, and 
was bound to oppose the commence- 
ment of proceedings against Chinese at 
this time because ordered to do so by 
his chief. 

During the argument, Judge McKen- 
na asked if Mr. Garter considered the 
judges had power to order warrants to 
be issued. On receiving an affirmative 
answer, Judge McKenna intimated that 
it was not necessary to proceed further, 
but Garter insisted on completing his 
argument. He said there was not 
money enough at the department's dis- 
posal to deport all of the Chinese in 
this city, not to speak of those in other 
parts of the country. 

Judge McKenna said that the ques- 
tion at issue was not the deportation 
of all Chinese, but simply whether a 
warrant should. be issued for the arrest 
of one of them. The judges reserved 
their decision until next Monday. ;

A number of the strong- 
est men, intellectually, in the Catholic 
Church in America discussed the sub- 
ject of education today from. the Cath- 
olic standpoint before the Catholic Con- 
gress. The principal address was de- 
livered by Bishop Keane of Washing- 
ton, rector of the Catholic University 
of America. his topic being ‘‘Cath- 
olic Higher Education.”’ Among other 
addresses was one by Dr. Edgars of 
the University of Notre Dame of In- 
diana on ‘“‘The Needs of Catholic Col- 
leges.”” His address caused something 
of a sensation. He said that a crisis 
had come in higher Catholic American 
education. If ft remains stationary 
now, it must eventually go backward.

ence on some system which will make 
men rather than exotics. We need a 
system of discipline which will lay 
more stress on the honor of youth and 
the loss of the subtle distinction be- 
tween venial and moral sin. I do not 
propose to find fault with the study 
hall and dormitory arrangement, as 
imported from Europe, as far as boys 
under 16 years of age are concerned;

How History is Made. 


The California: pioneers have beep 
dealing out some very severe criticisms 
to that remarkable history manufae- 
turer, Hiubert Howe Bancroft, the cause 
being a number Of shinderous remarks 
about distinguished men inserted in 
these so-called histories. ‘One of the 
most outrageous libels was the follow- 
ing fling at Gen. Grant, which ap- 
peared in. the editions of the ‘*His- 
tory of Oregon,’ and was foreed out 
of the later ones by the pressure of 
indignant patrons: 

“Among these soldiers was U. 5S. 
Grant, a man of mediocre abilities and 
somewhat Icose habits, subsequently 
elevated by accident to the head of 
the army, and twice to the Presidency 
of the United States. 
rest upon the world’s highest honors, 
he turned and took a downward course, 
asked again to be President and was 
refused, and finally eng .sed_in_busi- 


ness, Which disreputably man- 
aged and resulted” in igneminious 
failure. So the end of the man was 


as bad as the begining. 

Tis man Bancroft is an historian for 
revenue. only. For many years he has 
kept a small army of hard-up writers 
seribbling away in his factory on 
Market street. The average pay of 
these men used to be somthing like a 
dollar a day. Perhaps it is less now, 
that times are hard. The stuff which 
was ground out by these under-paid, 
under-fed menials of the great his- 
torian was collected and knocked into 
shape by menewho occupied a position 
similar to that of foreman in a fac- 
tory, receiving, perhaps, two bits a day 
or so more than the common herd. 
Then the great man himself would 
glance over the matter and condescend 
to attach his name to it. Of course, 
it cannot-be expected that work pre- 
pared in such a manner as this should 


. be characterized by any great amount 


of exactitude and ability. 


The most objectionable feature, how- 
ever, of this man’s operations is his 
habit of levying a sert of blackmail 
upon persons whom he mentions in 
his books. To get a favorable men- 
tion in these histories and -other works, 
Bancroft has -not hesitated to demand 
large sums of money or to make 
threats of what might happen in case 
such demands were refused. His work 
on the “‘uncrowned kings’’ of the State 
was the apotheosis of the paid ‘‘write- 
up.” Every word of complimentary 
notice in the book represents a round 
figure in dollars and cents. 

Bancroft is a disgrace to the pro- 
fession of literature. His methods 
being well known, it is 
astonishing that he succeeds in finding 
so piany victims. He brings; however, 
a double influence to bear. ‘On the one 
hand he plays upon the ambition for 
notoriety of shallow-minded persons, 
whose only claim to distinction is that 
thay have succeeded in. acquiring a large

1. What are the various obligations 
that have no legal or binding nature 
except the honor of the debtor? 

2. Are drinking, gambling and bet- 
ting debts collectible at law? 

3. Are there any obligations for pro- 
fessional services that are debts of 
honor? 

4. Teo what extent, in proportion to 
the amount incurred or assumed, are 
debts of honor paid? 
5. In cases of insolvency, are debts 
of honor usually paid if the debtor 
subsequently retrieves his position? 

6. To what extent is outlawed in- 
debtedness considered a matter of 
honor and paid? 

7. Are honorary debts more gener- 
ally satisfied in full than legal debts 
in proportion to the amounts involved? 

In compliance with the foregoing, 
you are requested to prepare reports 
uron the interrogatories and forward 
the same to the department at your 
earliest convenience. 


The replies to these interrogations 
have just been published by the gov- 
ernment in the regular consular re- 
ports, and they occupy seventy-nine 
pages. They come from every conti- 
nent, not excepting the insular conti- 
nent of Australia.

Standard Values. 

In a recent speech Hon. Thomas B. 
Reed showed that.the question whether 
there is to be a “double standard’’ or 
a single standard, is entirely different 
from the question of the use of silver 
as money. We have purchased, and 
have now in the vaults of the United 
States Treasury Department, thotisands 
of tons of silver, yet there never has 
been a moment of time since 1873 when 
the standard has not been gold; and the 
standard today is goki. The repealing 
of the purchase clause of the Sherman 
ect, therefore, would not in any way 
establish a standard. We are only re- 
fusing to establish a_ different one. 
Mr. Reed said: 


“The continuance of the purchases 
under the Sherman act would, in the 
estimation of the world, be a declara- 
tion that we intended to go on with 
our purchases to such an extent that 
we would find ourselves upon a silver 
basis after no great lapse of time. 
Now, whatever this Country may desire 
to do, whatever its intentions are for 
the future, one thing seems to be clear, 
if the people are to go upon a silver 
basis they want to know that they are 
going to do so, and want to do it de- 
liberately. If the plain question were 
presented to every American citizen 
whether he desired that this country 
should be put upon a purely silver ha- 
sis, with gold banished, the great ma- 
jority of answer$ would be no. And 
this ground they would take without 
abating a jot their determination to 
coin and use both metals. With six 
hundred millions of silver already in 
circulation, we can hardly be a mono- 
metallic nation.’’ 


Indications now point to the adoption 
of some compromise measure by Con- 
gress in relation to the monetary 
question. A Washington’ dispatch 
‘states that the proposition which ap- 
parently meets with the great- 
est favor provides, in addition 
to the repeal of the present pur- 
chasing clause, that the Treasury De- 
partment shall buy monthly a consid- 


In. addition to this the national banks 
are to be permitted to issue national 
notes to an aggregate equal to the face 
value of the United States bonds on 
deposit. In deference to the Southern 
sentiment, the removal of the tax on 
State bank issues is also being dis- 
cussed. This mass of heterogeneous leg- 
islation is expected by its advocates to 
meet with sufficient favor to pass with- 
out protracted filibustering. ' 


As a set-off to the visit of the Crown 
Prince of Italy with the Kaiser to Metz, 
the Czar of Russia ordered a a 
fleet to Toulon, where it will arrive™*to- 
morrow. President Carnot will go to 
Toulon, receive it, and the officers of 
the squadron will go to Paris, where 
they will have an enthusiastic recep- 
tion. This is supposed to mean that 
an alliance’ between France and Rus- 
sia is now an accomplished fact, and, 
there are renewed rumors of war in 
consequence.

As was to have been expected, Uncle 
Sam has not escaped the effects of 
the financial stringency. The customs 
receipts have never been so low since 
the War As they afe at present. The 
receipts are now running about $170,- 
000 per day behind the expenditures. 
For the first time the import duties 
have fallen below the internal revenue 
receipts. For the fiscal year from July 
1 to the present time the government 
expenditures exceed the receipts by 
$19,000,000. At this rate the deficit at 
the end of the year will be very large. 
It wouldn't be a bad idea to put some 
of the high-paid officials, who have little 
to do, on half time. It is not likely 
that the public interests would suffer 
much if this were done. 


In Austria there-is not the suffering 
among the old and poor that may be 
found even in this land of the free. 
“Under the provisions of the Austrian 
poor law, at 60 years of age, a man 
may claim from his native town or 
commune a pension,edual to one-third 
of the daily wages which he had re- 
ceived during hig working years... The 
amount varies from 2 to 6 florins a 
month. In Vienna alone there are 
16,000 persons who receive these pen- 
sions from the city. : 


R. H. H. Hunt of San Francisco has 
perfected improvements upon the En- 
glish loom, by which operators weave 
with an endless thread, requiring no 
change of shuttles and consequent loss 
of time.

— Al- 
though it is over a hundred years 
since Richard Brinsley Sheridan 
brought out his sparkling and unique 
comedy of ‘‘The Rivals’’ in London, it 
has lost not a whit of its power to 
set the laughter going, and last night 
proved the assertion with marked em- 
phasis. To be sure one missed the 
unctious humor of Joe Jefferson in the 
delightful role of fighting Bob Acres, 
but yet the old comedy was so well 
dressed and so Well presented that it 
were captious to cawil. 

It seems a startling innovation to 
see a player starring in the role of 
Mrs. Malaprop, but when one comes to 
tnink of it the old writers were not 
wont to write one -part plays, and 
hence it is scarcely the thing to say 
that any of the players wno came to 
us last night end kept the mirth bub- 
bling for three hours, is, so far as the 
play .itself goes, any more of a star 
than either of the others. One who 
has seen Mrs. Drew in the role of the 
lady with the astounding vocabulary, 
the lady who ‘“‘monkeys’” with the 
Queen’s English until it could by no 
‘possibility ever be discovered where 
it is “‘at,” has seen Mrs. Malaprop in 
propera persona. There is not a gen- 
uflection, a nod, an intonation of a 
word-blunder that is not done with an 
art so arch and yet unstudied as to 
be absolutely captivating.

_ When the United States Court con- 
vened in the morning, the attorneys 
for the convicted Chinamen asked that 
the orders of deportation be set aside, 
for want of jurisdiction. It was ar- 
gued that warrants could not be issued 
on the affidavits of a@jtizens. Judge 
Ross refused to entertaifi the motions. 
The attorneys then moved for an ap- 
peal from the order of the court. This 
was refused. The attorneys will, how- 
ever, apply for writs of habeas corpus 
in San Francisco. 

Application was also made for the 
admission of one of the Chinamen to 
bail, but Judge Ross ruled that the 
case was not a bailable one. 

Judge Ross yesterday, directed the 
District Attorney to issue no more 
Warrants until after Monday. 

There was a great.dearth of Chinese 
vegetable wagons about the city yes- 
terday, and the laundry. wagons driven 
by Morgolians were nearly as scarce. 
The prevailing belief was to the effect 
that the Chinamen had been ordered 
by some meeting of their fellows to 
decline to carry on any further trade 
with the whites, in the hopes that 
the people would see the necessity of 
having them here. Sg

A TOTAL WRECK. 


The Consolidated Bank of 
San Diego. 


Bryant Howard’s Mismanage- 
ment Explained. 


He Was a Confirmed Victim of the 
| Opium Habit. 


Its Effect Upon His Conduct of the Bank - 
Some Illustrations of His Reck- 
less and Careless Methods 
of Business. 


The startling statement contained in 
the Associated Press dispatches from 
San Diego yesterday morning that Bry- 
ant Howard, the president of the de- 
funct Consolidated Bank, had long been 
a victim of the morphine habit, a dis- 
covery that explained many incidents 
in connection with the causes leading 
up to the failure of that institution, 
was the general topic of conversation 
in financial circles in this city yester- 
day. Mr. Howard is undoubtedly one 
of the best-known bankers in the south- 
ern part of the State; in fact, has an 
extensive acquaintance all over tie 
East, and had always been regarded as 
an able financier up to the time his 
bank suspended. Since then, however, 
facts came out which could not be ex- 
plained, until his secret, which he cer- 
tainly ~ guarded well, was discovered, 
which made everything plain. The Sun 
Diego Union of Friday prints the fol- 
eet, account. of the matter: 

A*fact became known yesterday 
that throws a flood of light upon the 
affairs of the Consolidated National 
Bank. Ever since its suspension ru- 
mors have been flying, imputing -mis- 
management, and even rascality, on 
the part of its president, Bryant How- 
ard. It was known positively that 
transactions had taken place that 
were questionable in nature, implying 
deliberate disuonesty, or the most gross 
iguorance and stupidity. Bryant How- 
ard has stood for eighteen years at 
ihe head of the bank, his word was ab- 
solute, and anything irreguiar in its 
concerns was attributed by the public 
uirectiy to him. 

While Receiver O’Conor and the of- 
ficials of the bank have maintained the 
utmost reserve, it has leaked out from 
stockholders and from other sources 
that the bank has steadily sfinken in 
vitality for the past five years, until 
now the stock will be swept away in 
paying depositors. 
institution is the history of the wreck 
of its president, whoa has stood for 
years as one of the ablest financiers 
of the State. Bryant Howard has been 
the synonym of financial Stability and 
honor. The frightful shrinkage and 
collapse of the bank is due to two 
causes, the more important of which 
is the mental disintegration and paral- 
ysis of the president of the bank, while 
continuing imfull authority and exert- 
a a dictatorial power over its af- 

rs. 


The other reason for inevitablé’ fail- 
ure was the shrinkage in the bank’s 


|} holdings and business since the boom. 


It was in more than one case a bul- 
wark between business houses and dis- 
aster, and the strain upon it was 
heavy. Naturally as heavy demands 
were made upon it the choicest and 
most available securities were drawn 
upon, until, at this late day, the value 
of what is left may be imagined. Such 
was the strength of the institution 
that it has tided over troublous times 
till the present, while paying out an 
immense amount of money and with- 
standing a great drop in the value of 
its stock. — 
burdens, however, overdrafts were al- 
lowed on Bryant Howard’s order, 
much above the limit of safety, and 
loans made above the limit of law. In 
one instance $80,000 was loaned to one 
man, on shrinkable security, and now, 
according to good authority, ‘‘the se- 
curity left is the borrower's integrity.’’ 

It was alleged that the overdrafts, 
note transfers and numberless cases of 
mismanagement were deliberate acts on 
the part of Bryant Howard, and the in- 
stance was cited of his selling his own 
stock in the bank at $1.75 and $1.90 
when he knew it was not worth more 
than 50 cents. It was pointed out that 
he had been disposing of much of his 
Stock at a handsome figure as if pre- 
paring for the end, and from these 
things the inference was naturally 
made that he had handled the bank 
to his personal advantage. A close in- 
quiry, however, among those who are 
best informed, and who have every rea- 
son to expose rascality, should they 
find it. fails to discover that Bryant 
Howard has profited unlawfully from 


the bank or from its. failure. The 
question, therefore, as to his motives 
and purposes in numerous Ynexplicable 


cts has led to the discovery of the 
chief cause of failure. 

For years, how long it is impossible 
to say, the president of the Consoli- 
dated National has been a victim of 
the opium habit. To the use of this 
drug may be attributed the cause of 
ucts which have betrayed the wildest 
2rrors of judgment and the most pal- 
pable stupidity.. The truth of his con- 
lition was not known, and-may not 
until now have been apprehended by 
the officials of the bank. They have 
frequently been astounded at the or- 
ders_of the president, and there were 
hints that Mr. Howard. was afflicted 
with softening of the brain, but the 
real cause of trouble was not ¢.med. 

How long the fatal drug has been 
undermining the intellect of Mr. How- 
ard no one can tell. It is doubtful if 
anyone for years was aware of the 
habit. Such have been the aberrations 
of mind of late, however, that it was 
apparent to all his intimates that 
something was wrong. ‘He was subfect 
to the most violent and frantic fits of 
pession regarding trifles of manage- 
ment where the question of his author- 
ity was touched. Outsiders have been 
assured by him, with passionate ve- 
hemence, that he was the sole head 
of the bank and of undisputed author- 
}ity. Many business men will doubtless 
recall incidents within their own ex- 
perience with Mr. Howard, which are 
explainable now that it is known that 
he was constantly under the influence 
of opium. 

The ‘effect upon the fortunes of the 
bank may be better imagined than de- 
scribed. Though doing a_— splendid 
business of wide connections, and clear- 
ing net $35,000 per year with good man- 
agement, the bank was forced to sus- 
pend through the train of consequences 
thus set on foot. In spite of the 
enormous shrinkage of values since the 
boom, and the struggle during the 
present crisis, it is probable that the 
Consolidated National would have 
weathered the gale with a steady hand 
at the helm. But Mr. Howard , was 
totally unable to cope.with the crisis. 
The old-time vigor and acumen were 
gone. Men who were intimate with 
him and interested in the stock_of the 
bank were astounded at the evidences 
of indecision and lack of application on 
Mr. Howard’s part when the crisis 
came. At the meeting of the stock- 
holders, when the failure came, to ap- 
peint a committee to inquire into the 
bank’s affairs, Mr. Howard stated his 
views and sat down. A moment later 
he was sound asleep. The momentous 
nature of the situation seemed to have 
absolutely no weight upon him. It is 
now learend that he took heavy doses 
of the drug to nerve himself during the 
ordeal. 

During the whole term of years in 
which Mr. Howard has been so con- 
spicuously in the front rank of bankers 
of this State his acumen, energy, and 
integrity have never been called into 
question. It cannot be said at this 
time, with proof, that his honor is in- 
volved in the wreck of the Consoll- 
dated National, since it is learned that 


he has been a victim of the opium

habit. He certainly has not profited 
to any great extent in any direction in 
the past few years,.and from a re- 
liable source it is learned that in the 
clean-up of affairs of the bank Mr. 
Howard will be left without a dollar. 
He has been absent for several days in 
San Francisco, striving to realize on 
securities,«and meet his assessments 
honorably, . He, or his wife, is still in- 
terested in the firm of Whittier, Fuller 
& Co., and derives a fair revenue there- 
from. Mrs.. Howard is possessed of 
considerable wealth in her own right. @ 


Receiver O’Conor will leave on t6- 


morrow or Sunday for his home at 
La Salle, Ill., to arrange for removing 
his family to San Diego. He will re- 
turn, about October 1. Comptroller 
Eckles, as already known, is a law 
partner of Receiver O’Conor, and is 
now in Illinois, where Mr. O’Conor will 
confer with him regarding the Consol- 
idated National's affairs. The general 
public is convinced Receiver 
O’Conor is a fair and able man, who 
will deal ably and squarely in winding 
up the bank. 

“There is only one way to look upon 
this 'matter,”’ he said yesterday to a 
Union reporter. ‘“‘The depositors must 
be paid their money as fast as con- 
sistent with reason. The stockholders 
and others owing the bank must not 
get the idea that they are to be al- 
lowed long and indefinite time in which 
to pay up. The money they have is 
depositors’ money, and I am here to 
see that it is returned. If certain ac- 
counts can be settled in a short time, 
even with a little sacrifice, for the de- 
paditone’ sakes they have got to be 
settled. There will be a firm policy in 
this matter, and no dilly-dallying. On 
the other hand, there is no intention 
to impair values or slaughter assets by 
too hasty action. Different accounts 
will be treated differently, but the de- 
positors’ interests will be made para- 
mount. 

“There are so many transfers of ac- 
counts and credits outside the bank 
that thére will be much time consumed 
in finding the names and . amounts 
standing as creditors. This work will 
be hurried, however, and I hope by the 
expiration of ninety days after the offi- 
cial notice to file proof of claim ‘that 
depositors’ certificates may be issued. 
That will be about sixty days hence. I 
expect that the first dividend will -foi- 
low.” 

“How much will the first dividend 
amount to?” 

“Well, if collections proceed ip rea- 
sonable shape there will be a dividend 
of about 20 per cent.”’ 

“Can you say how long the bank will 
be in liquidation 

“Are you on intimate terms with the 
Almighty?’’ asked the receiver in re- 
turn, with a twinkle in his eye. “It is 
something nobody knows, but I can 
say it will not be needlessly prolonged. 
Stockholders and others who owe the 
bank, who expect to be allowed indefi- 
nite time on a fast and loose basis, 
must change their minds. Why should 
the business drag along ten years if it 
can be settled in a year and a half?”

Rev. John Gray of San 
Francisco Called. . 


Formerly Rector of the Church 
of the Advent, 


Over Which He Presided for Eight 
Years Past. 


An Earnest and Progressive Divine, With a 
Wide Reputation for Thoroughly 
Work. 


Rev. John Gray, who has just re- 
Wigned the rectorship of the Church of 
the Advent in San Francisco, has ac- 
cepted the charge of St. Paul’s parish 
in this city for one year. Mr. Gray 
enjoys a wide reputation for earnest, 
progresive and thoroughly organized 
church work, and. he leaves the Church 
of the Advent in a highly prosperous 
condition. He will assume charge of 
St. Paul’s on the first Sunday in 
October. In the meantime, Rev. R. P. 
Peet, rector emeritus of Emanuel 
Church, Newport, R:. I., will conduct 
the services. 

The San Francisco Examiner of 
Thursday, commenting upon r. 
Gray’s resignation, says: ; 

When the vestrymen of the Church 
of the Advent meet this evening they 
will have presented to them for their 
consideration the resignation of the 
rector, Rev. John Gray, who, for the 
past eight years, has filled the pulpit 
of that church. 

The resignation will come in the 
ra‘ture of 2 surp‘ise to a mujority of 
the vestrymen, and to almost every 
member of the congregation of the 
Church of the Advent, and coming as 
it does so close upon the abrupt re- 
tirement from the pulpit of St. John’s 
of Rev. John Hempill, it has created 
mifch talk among those who have 
known of the Rev. Mr. Gray’s intention 
of giving up the spiritual care jf his 
congregation. 

The letter that will be read to the 
vestrymen is a long one for a simple 
letter of resignation. There are ten 
pages of writing—enough to embrace 
the resignations of every one _  con- 
nected with the Church of the Advent 
if what every one connected with the 
church says is true. 

Last night the Rev. Mr. Gray said 
that there wére two reasons why he 
had decided to leave the pulpit of the 
church he has so long filled. First, he 
said that it was “best for the general 
welfare of the parish’’ that he should 
tender his resignation. Then he quickly 
added that there were no factional 
troubles within the church. Every- 
thing, he declared, was peace and har- 
mony; not the slightest sign of dissen- 
sion. But he did not explain just why | 
the “general. welfare of the parish” re- 
quired his resignation. 

“Then there is another reason why 
I want to go,” said the reverend gen- 
tleman, who is so widely known in 
that section of the city termed “south 
of Market street.’’ ‘“‘My little boy,” he 
continued, ‘“‘is very sick, and the doc- 
tors tell me that to saye, or even pro- 
long, his life,-I will have to take him 
to a@ warmer climate. He is a sufferer 
from spinal trouble, and there is no 
hope of his ever getting any better 
here. He must be taken where he 
can be out in the open air most of the 


time. That, of course, is impossible in 
-this city, and so I must take him 
way. ‘That is the principal reason 


why I have tendered my resignation as 
rector of the Church of the Advent. 
There are, as I said before, no troubles 
within the church, nd no financial rea- 
sons induced me to make the move I 
have made. The church does not owe 
meacent. My salary during the eight 
years that I have been the rector of 
the Church of the Advent has been 
promptly paid to me on the Ist of every 
month. The church owes me abso- 
lutely noghing, and I will say that the 
only obligations of the church are due 
to the treasurer.”’ 

Then Mr. Gray went on to say that 
he had another place in view. ¢ 

‘I have received a call,’”’ said the 
reverend gentleman, ‘“‘from St. Paul’s 
Church of Los Angeles, but as yet I 
have not accepted it, and whether I 
will or not I have not made up my 
mind. I believe, though, that the cli- 
mate of Los Angeles is just the kind 
that will prove beneficial to my little 

It is: nice and warm, where he 
can be out in the open air most of the 
time. But even if I do accept the call 
extended me from St. Paul’s, I shall do 
so conditionally. That is, I shall go 
there for one year only. If the cli- 
matic change should improve the 
health of my son, then I will perhaps 
remain, if all else is agreeable, but in 
the event the boy does not improve, 
then I shall seek other placas, probably 
in the South.” 

The treasurer of the church, who was 
with the clergyman, added his state- 
ment to that of Mr. Gray, to the effect 
that there was no trouble in the church 
and that financial matters did not en- 
ter into the causes which had resulted 
in the resignation of the rector. ‘‘The 
parish has no obligations except those 
due the treasurer.” said that gentle- 
man. “Every cent due Mr. Gray has 
been paid him.” 

There is hardly a more familiar fig-' 
ure “‘south of Market street’’ than the 
Rev. John Gray. For eight years he 
Church of 
the Advent, which, until quite recently,. 
was on Howard street, just opposite 
New Montgomery. In years gone by 
when the houses of the wealthy orna- 
mented the heights along First street, 
the Church of the Advent was the 
“swell” Episcopal church of the city. 
Then when the wealthy changed their 
houses of wood on Rincon Hill for their 
palaces of stone and marble out along 
the heights of..California street, the 
Church of the Advent suffered just as 
the value of the property vacated by 
the rich depreciated. Rectors have 
come and gone, and the Church of the 
Advent, deprived of most of its wealthy 
parishioners, lost most of its former 
glory.

SCRAP HEAP. 


The Catalina boat, which has been 
running between Redondo and the is- 
land, has been taken off that route. 

The Saturday night theater train be- 
tween Santa Monica and Los Angeles 
on the Southern Pacific has been dis- 
continued. 


The directors of the Northern Pa- 
cific, identified with thé Wisconsin 
Central, have sent in their resignation 
as members of the Northern Pacific 
directory. 

Jay W. Adams, passenger agent for 
the ‘Chicago and Alton, and Harry 
Buck, ticket clerk at the Southern Pa- 
cific’s city office, went down to San 
Diego yesterday on business. 

John Parry, who occupies the posi- 
tion of outdoor superintendent of gov- 
ernmental railways in New South 
Wales, is in San Francisco. His trip 
to this country is for the purpose of 
investigating the latest mprovements 
in methods of railway traffic. 

The statement of the earnings of the 
Pennsylvania lines for the month of 
July show an astonishing state of af- 
fairs. The decrease on the Eastern 
lines of the gross earnings was $26,- 
625. To balance this the operating ex- 
penses were cut $163,867. Thus the net 
earnings increased $137,242. a. 
Employees of the Louisville, Evans- 
ville and St. Louis “Air Line’ road 
are dissatisfied over the manner in 
which they were paid for services ren- 
dered in August.

The 
amount due the Wisconsin Central peo- 
ple is about $240,000. The Wisconsin 
Central people in Boston declare the 
lease will be annulled at once, though 
the three receivers: of the Northern 
Pacific say they are not worrying about 
the Wisconsin Central’s threat. The 
whole affair is now in the courts.
